William Mitchell reiterated befon*

in flaming coffins. Resuming

crofck examination at the hands of 
Major Allen QulHon, assistant trial 
judge advocate, the air officer in­ 
sisted there had bee.» no increase in 
safety for the flying men. 
Major Qullion oveioped by ques­ 
tioning the witness that the number 
of flying hours per fatality for the 
fiscal year 1921 was 934, while for 
the fiscal year 1925, the number was 
3,269. 
“Doesn’t this prove that the safe­ 
ty of flying has increased from 1921 
to 1925 inclusive about 550 per cent?” 
Majo# Gullion asked.

The Birmingham News discusses “Can Goods Week.” 
recently observed, and its success from an interesting 
angle, taking up the question of the direct interest farm­ 
ers hud In .the objectives of the movement. 
Despite the rapid growth of the canning industry, tt is 
estimated that the consumpton of commercially canned 
floods ip the United States is less than one can per week 
per pnnum, and all of this in the face of the vaudeville 
comedian’s favorite jest about the young housewife who 
sUtexjutia to feed the household “out of a can.” 
The canning industry, in 35 years, ha* grown from a ' 
payment of $50,000,000 a year for raw materials to $300,- 
000,0«0 payment, most of^ which fund goes directly into 
the pocketbooks of farmers of America. It follows natur­ 
ally that if the consumption of canned goods products can 
be increased to two cans per week per person, the planters 
of tins nation would be enriched to the extent of some 
$600,000,4100 certainly not a figure to be scorned, divided, 
though it would be, among thousands of producers of fruit. 
Inasmuch as many canneries are located close to the 
source 6f supplies of raw materials, the payroll feature 
also offers a strong inducement to farmers to help the 
canniág industry attain a more rapid growth. 
In the 
height uf the season, it; is estimated, 200,000 laborers are 
required, receiving aboüt $60,000,000 for their work. 
An unusual feature of the entire situation, as The 
News sees it, however, is the fact tjiat farmers have a 
direct interest in “Canned Goods Week” because of their 
place ¡as consumers, as well as producers.

I thought of Liberty*» off©* 
toward* acta of bravery, f therefore 
am sending you the following: 
Five Medical Heroe» 
In 1888, Decatur, Alabama had 
about 3000 inhabitants. Located o« 
the Tennessee River at the interaee- 
tlon of two great railway lines it 
was beginning to enjoy a “boom,” 
when there came a devastating «pi 
demic of yellow fever which almost 
depopulated the town. Most of tho»» 
who had the money refugeed to th< 
mountains and a few of those wh< 
remained escaped the ravages of the 
dreaded “yellow jack.” 
Decatur hac 
eight physician» who, without excep 
tkm at the risk of their live», re 
mained to minister to tho needs ot 
the sick and dying yellow fever vie 
tima. 
Five of those noble men who 
held professional honor higher that 
life, died of yellow fever and are bu­ 
ried side by side in unmarked graves 
in the cemetery In which were inter 
red those who d¡#d in the epidemic. 
I submit to Liberty that there if 
not recorded in* the annals of his- 
tor;’, any deeds of heroism 
greate! 
thau those performed by the noble 
physicians who remained in that fe 
vcr stricken cttf to fight the foci* 
(disease) which though Úftieen art 
no less dangerous to life than the 
enemies that invade a country in tirat 
of war. 
Indeed there is no highe* 
type of courage than that requires 
for physicians, who know the dtfngoi 
to remain at their posts of duty 
ir 
plague ridden dties from which mei 
and women are fleeing for their lives 
There can be ho question J)ut that 
those eight Decatur physicians know 
that they were certain to contract 
yelfdw fever in their constant expo­ 
sure to the disease in that terriblf 
epidemic and they no doubt realized 
that at least half of their numbei 
would die; yet they remained to min 
ister to the sick and dying and help- 
ed to bury the .dead without pnj 
or hope of earthly reward because 
with few exceptions, only the poor 
were left to have yellow fever. 
It required years for Decatur to 
recover from the devastating epide­ 
mic in 1888 and fdr a long time those 
who survive^ « returned were too 
poor to erect.a suitable-memorial to 
the men who gave up their lives to 
save others. In later years, since there 
is no danger of epidemic» .of yellow 
fever, Decatur has enjoyed a rapid 
growth and by it’s side a new city* 
Albany has grown up so that
